This is a concession to the tighten- 
ing money market which does not af- 
‘ect the principle of the agreement, 
and has only a fimited effect upon its 
results. The company is not relieved 
in any sense from its obligation to 
pay or provide for the payment of 
interest after seven years, but it is 
siven five years instead cf three 
years during which it ca” havg the 
privilege of addiug the ir crest due 
to the capital amount upon which it 
must finally pay interest c: lose con- 
trol of the road to the government. 

Clause 7 is probably the most im- 
portant of the amended biil. Under 
the first agreement, on failure of the 
company to pay the interest on its 
sonds 3s provided, the government 
was entitied to foreclose its mort- 
gace. This le‘t the Grand Trunk 
Vompany, whicn must guarantee one 
quater of the cost of the western di- 
Vision, 1s well as the Grand Trank 
Dasific, which must provide twenty 
million dotlars worth of roiling stock, 
at the entire loss of their investment. 
The Grand Tiunk Company very nat- 
nrally sugzested that having guaran- 
teed one-quarter of the ecst of the 
western division, they should have a 
proportionate share in the road after 
‘creclosure, instead of being cut cut 
eitogether. This claim has been ad- 
m:tied, and instead of the govrern- 
ment taking full possession of the 
read and roiling stock, in ease of de- 
fauit by the company, the road passes

An alarm was given,and the elder 
Miss Hariey carried her sister into 
the house and then out on to the side- 
walk. She pressed her hand against 
the wound to save the little girl’s life | 
biood. At a glance the case was seen 
to be serfous and the first passing 
vehicie was hailed and Ruth taker to | 
the Genera! Hospital, where Doctors 
Stewart, Mason ani McLaren looked 
after ths child. The bla~ wasstaunch- | 
ed, the wound c2refully bound up and 
the unfortunate girl was pleced in a 
ward.

The Cazadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
stended, or reserved to provide wood 


i lcts for settlers, or for other pur- 


poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to tn: extent of one quarter seo- 
tion, of 149 acres ,more or less. 


ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
sonally at the local land effice for 
the district in which the lant te be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gretion, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
ier the district in which the Jand 1s 
situate, receive authority for some 
cne to make entry for him. A fee 
ef $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—.\ settler 

who has been granted an entry for 
a homestcai is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
d the amendments thereto, to per- 
{orm the conditions connected there- 
ith, . under ene of the following 
ars: 
(1) At least six months’ residence 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to make a homestead entry 
under the ,rovisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestcad, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
| such person reziding with the father 
| or mother. 

(2) li a settler has obtained 2 put- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 


entry for a second homestead, the 
rejuiremerts of this Act as to resi- 
derce pricr {9 obtaining patent may 
be satisfied vy residence upon the 
first homesiexd, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 


(4) if the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
sbip. 

A setiler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 27, or 4, must 
cultivate 3) acres of his homestead, 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildings for their accommodation, 


and have besides 30 acres subst in- 
fenced. 
Every homesteader who fails to 


en eT 


comply with che requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to laave his 
entry cancalied, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
mude af the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Home-tead Inspector. Eefore making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
grants wiil receive at the Ommigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Offien in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
| mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in
